PROVINCIAL LEGISLATION 


THE WEEK IN EDMONTON 


The past week in the Legislature 
has~ seen’ the lawmakers ‘of the 


country ‘at. the less ‘spectacular task 
of considering, clause by. caluse, cer- 
tain bills before. the house, This 
somewhat prosiac work, however, is 
sometimes. more interesting than 
would appear. For instance,. during 
the past. week the two smallest men 
‘in the House, Boyle of Sturgeon and 
Boudreau. of St. Albert, demon- 
strated that they were alike in more 
than stature. Boudreau approached 
the opposition with a request that 


was particularly interested, an 
.]|amendment to the Inter-Urban Elec- 

tric Railway Bill, to be | passed 
‘lthrough the House expeditiously. ‘He 
explained that this amendment was 
for the purpose of securing further 
time for construction and that there 
were no other changes. A general 
consint was given that there would’ 
be no objection raised to the sus-' 
pension of the rules. 

Next day this Bill appeared before 
the House in charge of Boyle, the; 
member for Sturgeon, and with sun-- 
dry changes. These changes were 
carefully ‘hidden away in the body 
of the Bill in: the hope that it would 
escape the attention of the oppos- 
ition, but on the motion of the 
alert Ieader of the opposition, who 
had noticed. these innocent looking 
changes in the Bill, it was relegated 
for future. consideration and held 
over until after the recess. ‘‘ The’ 
best laid Plans | of ice and men, 
gang aft aglee.” 

It is interesting to look closely at 
the changes which it was proposed 
to put through in the amended, form 
of this Bill while the opposition and 
the House generally was supposed to 
be asleep, dreaming of the Yule. log 
and the folks at. home. The _ bill 
‘originally provided. for Jhis railway 
to run to the boundary of the city 
of Edmonton. By a little change at 
this point it was made to read ‘In 
or near" the city: of Edmonton, thus 
giving this company - a rignt> 
to enter the city, acquire a right of 
way and operate its. cars therein. 
This matter had not been placed be- 
fore the city authorities, although it 
meant a radical change in the pow- 
ers of the railway company. 

Another ctiange sought by — this 
Bill was the lengthening of the time 
of nozice to purchase by the city of 
Edmonton.‘ The original bill stated 
that the city could arrange to “pur- 
chase by giving six. months’ notice, 
but the amerdment:altered this to 
two years and this without consult- 
ing the:city authorities. 

Another ‘innocent: looking chinente 
from the provisions: of the original 
Bill provided for a railway line to 
be built through the constituency ol 
the member for Sturgeon. It, is: gen- 
crally supposed that‘ this little stat- 
csman_ is likely to. be called to the 
cabinet and to have charge of. one 
of the new departments, so. that a 
sop to his constituency in the shape 
of provision for .an electric railway, 
although the same might never be 
built, would have helped him-to carry 
the constituency, where rumor says 
his chances are not of the best. 

Another interesting episode in the 
routine of the week was. the declara- 
tion of the member for Sturgeon, 
when his Bill was opposed by the 
leader of the opposition and the jun- 
ior member for Calgary, that ‘if, war 
was wanted by the opposition , then 
war it would be, and he would exer- 
cise his privileges when the Bill to 
amend the Calgary Charter came be- 
fore the House. 

The junior member for Calgary was 
not the kind! of man to take such a 
threat calmly and, rising in his 
place, he asked if this was a_ cut 
throat legislature or one that existed 
in the interests of the people. It 
was not a matter of surprise, how- 
ever, that when the Calgary amend- 
ment came before the committee of 
the House, the member for Sturgeon 
proceeded to carry out his threat. 

The process of so doing was some- 
what painful. The little man from 
Sturgeon was often on his feet, and 
indeed it is a wonder that he was‘not 
mistaken for that ancient and honor- 
able toy, the Jack-in-the-Box, ‘and 
quietly purloined by some member 
for the south for the delectation of 
his children. He succeeded, however, 
in engineering some changes in the 
Calgary Bill, not all of which will 
be appreciated by tne people of that 
city. He will have another oppor- 
tunity for his special brand of states- 
manship when the Calgary Univer- 
sity amendment comes up. 

For the second time during the 
session the leader of the opposition 
succeeded in placing the Premior in 
an embarassing position, from which 
he could not escape without loss of 
prestige and reputation. The first 
occasion was during the week pre-

Thus the Premier. of Alberta fools 
not only the people by his silence, 
but even on the floor of the House he 
refuses information to. the people's 
representatives, information to which, 
from every point of view, they ar¢ 
legitimately entitled. His own fol- 
lowers are still.in. the dark as -to 
whether he has a railway policy or 
not, and they. appear to be in the 
dark on other- important matters 
also. Immediately~ after the ad- 
journment .of. the’ House for the 
Christmas holidays, the Premier and 
the Provincial ‘Secretary: were sworn 
in, to administer the new depart- 
ments. 


How many morc salaries 
do they expect him to absorb? If 
their. is no limit.to his absorbing 
qualities, it: might at least be ex- 
pected that there would be some 
limit to his time and. strength for 
the discharge of these difficult pub- 
lic offices. 

{t is persistently rumored 
,Cross is to be appointed to 
Cabinet, and possibly Boyle also, 
unless recent subterfuges have put 
him out of favor. The present course 
jtaken by the Premier, however, if 
permanent, ‘may be taken to mean 
that the Premier is afraid to trust 
the public expression of opinion in a 
bye-olection, even with such a cham- 
pion to represent him as the design- 
ing young ex-attorney General. If 
rumor comes true, however, what 
will the people of. Alberta think of 
the inclusion in the cabinet of the 
minister who. was responsible, if any- 
body was, for the A. & G. W. mess. 

Alberta’s Premier is spending the 

Christmas holidays in the east, look- 
ing up a railway policy, it is said, 
with which to back up the bluff he 
made.on the: floor of the House. 
’ Note that a man named Hanmer, 
late Assistant Superintendent — of 
Telephones in Alberta, and supposed 
political. organizer for the Liberal 
party, has been -appointed Deputy 
Minister of Railways and Telephon- 
es. This is the man against whom 
repeated charges of political inter- 
ference and machine cvactics in the 
interests of the Liberal party, have 
been made, while he has been the 
paid servant of the people in the 
telephones department, These charg- 
es have never been recognized or 
answered by any member on the Gov- 
ernment side, although they have 
been made deliberately by the oppos- 
ition. t ; \

Any person whois the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homiestead a quater 
section of available. Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant'must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for’ the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine -miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least. 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must. reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

IRoosevelt Ki g ft 
-SCIOUSTESS of ass 
in Crime 


“Murder is Murder,” says For- 
mer President in Discussing’ 
McNamara Case 


New York, Dec. 16, — Theodore 
Roosevelt has an editorial article in 
the current issue of the Outlook re- 
lating to the McNamara «ase, en- 
titled, ‘‘Murder is Murder.” ~ ‘The 
article says 

“Not only laboring men, but busi- 
ness men, Capitalists, have at times 
shown the worst form-of class con- 
sciousness—that of sinister and brut- 
al class selfishness in standing by 
criminals simply because they were 
of their own class. This has been dono 
by capitalists in the case of capital- 
ists who have been guilty of brazen 
corruption, and by laborers in: the 
case of labor leaders who have been 
guilty of murderous violence. The 
two offences stand on a par from the 
standpoint of damage to the com- 
munity. In San Francisco in one 
municipal contest the capitalists 
who desired to be free from all 
ckeck on corruption, and the labor 
leaders who desired to be free from 
all check on lawless violence, struck 
hands and elected their ticket ; and 
this proved in the end to be a 
lasting misfortune to, San Francisco, 
to the cause of honest business, and 
to the cause of honest labor. 

SAYS PLEA IS MONSTROUS. 

“Since the s:artling outcome of the 
McNamara trial certain apologists of 
these men have made themselves con- 
spicuous by asserting that these de- 
praved criminals, who have on their 
seared souls the murder of so many 
innocent persons—all of them labor- 
ing people, by the way, are victims’ 
or at worst ‘fanatics,’ who should re- 
ceive sympathy because they were 
acting in what they regarded as a 
‘war’ on behalf of their class! The 
plea is monstrous in its folly and 
its wickedness. It is precisely the 
kind of plea sometimes advanced on 
behalf of a crooked man of great 
wealth caught bribing a legislatura— 
that he had to do it to protect his 
business. We are not here dealing 
with any of the kind of offenses 
incidental to the sudden and sweep- 
ing changes brought about by mod- 
ern industrial conditions into which 
capitalists or labor men are some- 
times drawn without any very great 
conscious moral turpitude on their 
part. 

“We .are dealing with crimes as old 
as’ the lawgiving from Sigai, with 
erimes—murder and theft—that have 
been prohibited ever sinee the deca- 
logue was formulated. The murders 
committed by men like the McNam- 
aras, although nominally in «whe in- 
terest of organized labor, differ not 
one whit .n moral culpability from 
those committed by the black hand 
or by any, band of mere cutthroats, 
and are fraught with an_ infinitely 
heavier menace to society. 

CAUSE OF LABOR MENACED. 

“Yes, great though the menace. is 
to the community, the menace te the 
cause of honest organised labor is 
still greater, and no duty is more 
imperatively laid on the leaders of 
labor than the duty of aflirmatively 
freeing themselves and their follow- 
ers from the taint of responsibility 
for such criminals and such crimes. 
The labor leaders who by their loud 
championship of the McNamaras—as 
previously of Moyer and Haywood— 
have succeeded in identifying them 
wih the cause of labor in the eyes 
of the public, have rendered an evil 
service to that cause. Mr. Debs and 
the extremists of his type among 
the so-called political Socialists—1 
say so-called because Debs and _ his 
followeYrs of the Emma Goldman 
kind, are not Socialists. at all in 
any true sense of the word, but 
mere inciters to murder and preach- 
ers of applied anarchy—and the labor 
leaders affiliated with them have al- 
ways boasted of the part they play- 


ed in the trial of Moyer and Hay- 
wood ; and in this case they repeat- 
ed their familiar tactics, and held 
mass meetings and scattered broad- 
cast. papers and addresses in) which 
they furiously denounced the effort 
to bring wrong-doers to justice, and 
sought to arouse every evil class 


instinct against all who upheld the 
cause of law and sought to put a 
stop to assassination and murderous 
violence.‘ 
MOYER DENOUNCES 
CONFESSION. 
“Tt is worth noting that since Me- 
Namara confessed his guilt, Mr. 
Moyer, the head of what purports to 
be a labor organization, is reported 
in the press as commenting upon it, 
not by denouncing McNamara for 
having committed the murder, but by 
denouncing him for having confessed 
it! Such denunciation is significant. 
“Murder is murder, and the foolish 
scentimentalists or sinister wrong- 
doers who try to apologize for it as 
an ‘jncident of labor warfare’ are not 
only morally culpable but are enem- 
ies of the people, and, above all, arc 
enemies of wageworkers.

SIX MILLION’ GERMS. x 
FOUND ON ONE FLY 


Dr. Gordon Hewitt of Ottawa Tells of 
Dangers of Common Pest’ 


“The House Fly ‘and its Relation to 
Public Health,” was the subject of an 
address by Dr. G. Hewitt, the prom!- 
nent entomologist of Ottawa. Had a 
large number of pictures thrown on 
the canvas to illustrate the different 
points of his discourse. By the ald 
of these he showed the hairy nature 
of. the fly’s:Jegs abdomen, which, he 
explained, could not fail to collect filth 
and bacterla wherever they. were met 
with." Photos of culture plates were 
shown over which files had passed, 
and large colonies of. typhoid, tuberou- 
lar and other bacteria-had subsequent 
ly formed. Far more germs. find lodg: 
ing inside of a fly tan hwithout, and, 
according to Dr. Hewitt, these may be 
taken in by the fly or the egg may 
have become innoculated.by the usual- 
ly filthy substance in which it fs de- 
posited. After a few hours the mag: 
got emerges, already infected, nor 
does it recover when passing through 
the pupa stage. And so you have your 
fly born innoculated. Throughout the 
various transitions from the laying of 
the eggs till the full-fledged files are 
ready to propagate no more than nine 
or ten days transpire in hot weather. 
Now a fly deposits from 120 to 150 
eggs at a time, and repeats this per- 
formance six or eight times during the 
season. A fly captured in a living: 
room was allowed to stroll over a cul- 
ture plate. Thirty colonies of six dif. 
ferent- species of germs developed. 
Another captured in a ‘dining-room 
walking over a culture plate gave rise 
to 46 colonies of seven varieties, and 
yet another found in the files’ Ely- 
sium, the putrefying garbage heap, de- 
posited in the plate the nucleus of 116 
colonies of ten varieties. Over 6,000,- 
000 germs have been found on onefly. 
Some of the pictures graphically set 
forth. the facility with which the fly 
passes from the garbage can, stable 
refuse, excretia, and sputa of the vic 
tims of typhoid and tuberculosis, to 
the kitchen. the dining-room, and the 
nursery wit attending deleterious re- 
sults. Primarily the cause is untreat- 
ed or unprotected filth, for without 
these the fiy could not propagate. 
Effective cures must then deal with 
these. To banish the fly, the putri- 
fying garbage heap, the exposed ma: 
nure piles, and various other breeding 
places must be treated, destroyed or 
enclosed. 

Summer diarrhoea, the most copious 
source of infantile mortality in sum- 


mer, is due in no small degree to fly]: 


contamination. According to Dr. 
Hewitt the annihilation of the fly is of 
the utmost importance. We can suc: 
tceed, he states, in the same way as the 
United States Government did in ban- 
ishing yellow fever by abolishing the 
mosquitos by destruction of the breed- 
ing places. 


AN ARCTIC NIGHT 


A Dark Curtain ‘That Shuts Out 
Warmth and Light, and 
Depresses 

We were at the foot of Humboldt 
Glacier when the sun bade us a final 
adieu for a long winter.night, not to 
appear again for many months to 
‘come. As though to leave us with 
‘pleasant memory of his visit, his go- 
ing was in an effulgence of glory, and, 
reluctant to go, he lingered for a little 
while below the horizon, Nghting the 
sky with a mass of marvellous color- 
ing—red, purple and orange, reaching 
upward from the white earth into the 
deep blue or the high heavens. For a 
time a prolonged twilight remained, 
but that, too, was presently lost be- 
hind the dark curtain that shut from 
our world all warmth and light. 

No words can adequately describe 
the awful pall of the Arctic night. It 
{s unreal and terrible. Even the moon- 
light is unnatural, casting on the snow 
and ice, the wind-swept rocks, and the 
people themselves, a shade of ghastly, 
indefinable greenish yellow. Shifting 
shacows filt among moving ice masses 
like wraiths of departed spirits. A 
death-like silence prevails, to be bro- 
ken only by the startling and unexpect- 
ed crackling of a glacier with a sound 
of mighty thunder clap, or the smash- 
ing together of great ice floes with a 
report like heavy cannon. 

In’ spite of one, depression takes 
possession of the soul—a_ hopeless 
kind of unreasoning depression. In- 
tense and severe as the cold may be, 
any active man can stand it without 
serious suffering, when a little experi- 
ence teaches how, for that acts only 
on the physical being, and can be 
guarded against; but the prolonged 
sunless night has a direct effect on 
the human mind which only exercise 
and diversion can counteract.—From 
“Hunting From the Eskimos,” by Har- 
ry Whitney. 


Light Water Craft 


A Parisian inventor has devised a 
craft for getting over the water, which 
is so light and compact that it can be 
folded up and packed into a box no 
bigger than an ordinary suit-case. The 
case part unfolds and joins together 
to form the main framework or hull 
of the boat, which is of the catamaran 
order. The two cigar-shaped floats 
are made of waterproof canvas. When 
packed up they occupy little space, 
and when in use they are blown up 
with a bicycle pump. The framework 
is fastened between them by means 
of ribs and straps, and when you have 
fixed a three-jointed, double-bladed 

paddle together and put a folding seat 
in place you are all heady to set out 
on your marine travels.

| WOMEN STEEPLEJAGKS 


~ 


Lady Constance Foljambe, whose |, 


failure to put in an appearance at St. 
Peter’s, Eaton Square, where she was 


_| due to be married to the vicar of Whit- 


well-on-the-Hill, Yorkshire, created 
such a8 sensation, is - an interpid 
steeple-climber. In September, 1909, 
she, accompanied by two lady friends, 
climbed the spire of Whitwell Church, 


which was then undergoing repalr. 

In order to take some unique photo- 
graphs, the sale of which was for the 
benefit of the church funds, the daugh- 
ter of a well-known Laicester steeple- 
jack accomplished-the hazardous feat 
of climbing the steeple of St. Mark’s 
Church, which {1s 200 feet high. When 
at the top she daringly walked round 
the narrow, unprotected staging, 
whence she took some fine views. 

The steeple of All Saints’, Hereford, 
which rises to the helght of 260 feet, 
was two years back the scene of a 
daring exploit on the part of the 
par tof the daughter of one of the 
churchwardens. Accompanied by the 
professional steeplejick, who was en- 
gaged upon some repairs, she ascend- 
ed to thé summit, the feat being watch- 
ed by an immense crowd of townsfolk 
and farmers from:the neighboring vil-- 
‘ages and farms, who had come into 
the town to attend the Wednesday 
market. . 

Equally daring wgs a Stoke Newing- 
ton lady, who, in February, 1870, 
scaled the spire of St. Mary’s Church, 
the summit of which is 245 feet above 
the pavement. The last part of the 
journey was especially dangerous, as 
{t had io be accomplished by means of. 
a couple of unproteetcd ladders, lead- 
ing directly to the weathercock, which 
the lady, to signalize the achlevement 
of her task, sent spinning round. 

In 1781, shortly before it was re 
built, the spire of St. Mary's Church, 
Leicester, was ascended by a steeple- 
jack named Wright, accompanied by 
his wife, as expert a climber as him- 
self. The woman, dressed for the 
occasion in male attire, rendered her 
husband efficient assistance in the re- 
pairs that he had in hand, and s0 
greatly was her pluck admired that a 
number of the townsmen entertained 
her to a supper at the principal inn, 
when she was presented with a purse 
containing. five guineas. 

Two years later this same woman 
undertook, in the absence of her hus- 
band through illness, to ascend the 
apire of Trinity Church, Coventry, 
which stood in need of slight repair. 
3he accomplished her task to the en- 
dire satisfaction of her employers. In 
nore recent years the wife of a Brad- 
ford steeplejack has not only frequent- 
ly accompanied her husband on his 
ascents, but at times has, unaided, 
completed work which he had in hand. 
She owed her ability to her father, 
who, himself a steeplejack, had taught 
her to climb from early girlhood. 

During the rebuilding of the spire 
of Wakefield Cathedral, in the early 
years of the eighteenth century, a wo- 
man disguised in male attire, was 
among the most zealous of the work- 
ers, ascending to perilous heights and 
positions with the utmost intrepidity. 
Having met with an accident, her sex, 
until then unsuspected, was disclosed, 
and she was claimed by her relations, 
well-to-do people, whom, in the pure 
spirit_of adventure, she had left in 
utter ignorance as to her whereabouts. 

Mme. Saqui, the funambullst, whose 
performance at Vauxhall drew al] the 
town, made, in 1812, an ascent of the 
church spire at Harfleur. Her feat 
would seem to have partaken of the 
nature of “steeple-flying,” for having 
successfully made her way to the sum- 
mit, where she beat a drum and blew 
a@ trumpet which she had taken up 
with her, she descended by gliding 
down a rope to the street below. 

Previous to Mme. Saqui’s appear- 
ance, another woman athlete, named 
Rayner, had toured through England, 
alternating her performances on the 
tight-rope with acrabatic displays on 
church steeples. Among other spires 
which she climbed was that of Lich- 
fleld Cathedral, in the ascent of which 
she was accompanied by a younger 
sister. On arriving at the summit the 
couple played on various instruments, 
drank a glass of wine to the health of 
the spectators below, and fired off a 
gun. They then made a safe descent 
amid considerable applause.

- FREAK SURGERY 


The Vital Organs of Animals Trans- 
-planted by Americans. 


Some remarkable experiments on 


the grafting of Mmbs on animals to]; 


which they did not originally belong, 
and the transference of vital organs, 
puch as the kidney, from one animal 
to another, are reported, says the 
“Standard,” from Harvard University. 
M of them have been carried out 
by Dr. Carrel, under the direction of 
Dr. B. E. Tyzzer. : 

His first successful grafting—or, at 
any rate, the first that he placed on 
reeord—was for the benefit of a fox 
terrier. This he described before the 
American Philosophical Society. .The 
terrier, owing to an accident, had to 
have its leg amputated A small dog 
that had just diod was pressed into 
service. Its leg was removed, and 
grafted on to the stump of the leg of 
the living dog. Arteries, veins, and 
nerves were connected by suitable 
means, and the bones were placed in 
juxtapostion. As the bones knit the 
other tissues grew together, and the 
dog remained perfectly healthy. 

But this {s only a minor triumph 
In surgery when compared with those 
which have ~come later. From the 
grafting of limbs Dr. Carrel has 
moved onward step by step until it 
would appear that he can transplant 
‘and replace almost every organ in the 
body. He says himself:— 

“A dog whose abdominal aorta was 
replaced by a human femoral artery 
Is still alive in a normal state. The 
thoracic aorta of another animal was 
replaced about the same time by a 
large artery that had been kept 
sevoral months in cold storage, and 
the operation was a complete sucess.” 

In the transplanting of kidneys Dr. 
Carrel has been attended with the 
greatest success in the case of cats, 
and he has said that possibly the re-- 
sults would have been much better in 
experimenting with dogs if he had 
used dogs of the same breed. While 
he has taken organs from one animal 
and replaced them in another, he has 
been uniformly fortunate in revers- 
ing the kidneys. In this work he has 
taken a cat, and, removing the kid- 
neys, has replaced the left kidney in 
the cavity of the right side and the 
right kidney in-the left cavity. 

When one thinks of the complex 

structure of the kidney, with its 
nerve supply, its three great connect- 
ing vessels—vein, artery, and ureter— 
and its intimate relations with other 
organs of the body, such operations 
as these are truly amazing. Their 
value in the saving and preservation 
of human life, if such a thing as the 
renewal of a kidney should be found 
possible, will be enormous. The re- 
j moval of a single kidney is a fairly 
common operation. After it has been 
performed the patient usually re- 
covers his health, but sometimes in 
after life the increased demand made 
on the single remaining kidney may 
lead to serious trouble. 

It is only a month since a wealthy 
widow, Mrs. Reginald Waldorf, of 
Philadelphia, offered a small fortune 
to anyone who would sell her an 
index finger to be grafted on to the 
stump whence hers has been re- 
moved. It would be curious !f Buch 
advertisements as this went further, 
and public requests were made for 
the supply of kidneys, spleen, or even 
for a new liver. But it {s difficult to 
see where the organs of which per- 
sons only possess one each are to 
come from. 


BANK OF ENGLAND NOTES,

.to the north-west'arm of Temagam|] 
Lake, which brought them within fif. 
teen miles of the end of their journey, 
‘They arrived at the post at half-pas{ 
‘seven in the morning, in time to catch 
the boat to Temagami station, and tha 
railway took the wounded man to the 
hospital at North Bay. Thus a man’g 
life was saved by the untiring perse: 
verance and marvellous woodcraft of 
the half-breed, who never faltered, na- 
matter how tired they were, alwaya 
encouraging the drooping: spirits of 
the others, and constantly forging 
ahead with ‘that indomitable persis: 
tence so characteristic of the true 
red man. 

The day following I made the trip 
in company with one of the rangers, 
to bring in the duffle of the wounded 
man, and had a very good object 
‘lesson of the difficulties they had sun 
mounted. At that period in’ the de 
ivelopment of the country it must ba 
remembered that the portages wera 
not nearly so well marked as they ara 
at present. The night was clouded, 
80 much s0, that one of the men had 
to precede the party on the carrya

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The Reorganization of | 


and Programme. 
Eight Grades in Public School, 
' Four in High School. 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 

Reorganization of all public schools 
of Aiberta is to take place at. the 
beginning of the new year in accord- 
ance with the provision of tke pro- 
gramme of public school studies 
which has just been approved by the 
department of cducation. In °* the 
preparation of this programme 25 of 
the leading teachers, school inspect- 
ors, principals, superintendents and 
special grade teachers of the prov- 
ince have been engaged for over a 
year and this committee has called 
in others considered to be experts to 
get the benefit. of their opinions. The 
complete programme of studies which 
is designed also to form a - useful 
teachers’ guide, is now in the hands 
of the minister of education, ready 
for the press. When printed it will 
be dis ‘buted to all the teachers 
of the province, who will carry its 
instructions into effect with the re 
opening of the schools after the 
Christmas vacation. 

The most radital change is in the 
arrangement of classes. The old 
“* standards '’ are abolished and 
“‘grades'’ are substituted. Instead 
of five standards there will be eight 
grades in. the public school course. 
Many pupils who are now in the 
fourth standard will go back after 
the Christmas holidays in the stventh 
grade, those of the fifth standasd in 
the eighth grade. The rearrangement 
will be lef. to the diseretion of the 


teacher, advised by the principal, 
and inspector or superintendent in 
the case of the city schools. 

The, eight grades will ‘make the 
public school course one of — ecigh 
years’ training for the average 
pupil. It is presumed that the 


average child enters at the age of 
six and is ready for the high school 
at the age of fourteen. Children 
who enter” school at the age of 
seven or cight will be able to over- 
take those who started earlier. Pro- 
motion to the eighth grade will be 


made by the teacher or principal, 
sabject to the approval of the in- 
spector or superintendent. At the 


end of grade eight the first and only 
public school departmental | examina- 
tion is held, the high school entrance 
corresponding to the old standard 
five examination. 

In the high school the three stan- 
dards, six, seven and eight, are to 
be replaced. by four grades, nine, 
ten, eleven and twelve. The four 
year high school course leads to the 
examination for a first class certifi- 
ente or senior matriculation. Pupils 
are prepared for junior matriculation 
in three years. In the high school 
standards seven and eight remain 
unchanged until the end of the pres- 
ent school year. The change in the 
lower school’ by the substitutian of 


grades nine and ten for standard 
six has already taken cffect 
The objective of the new public 


school course, as outlined by D. S. 
Mackenzie, deputy minister of edu- 
cation, is to give a thorough English 


training. A new subject introduced 
is “Civies’’ and an old one 
“Algebra’’ is dropped, to be taken 


up in the first grade of the high 
school course. Manual training and 
household science are introduced with 
elementary exercises in the first 
grade. Music is also introduced as 
a subject of study. Physical culture 
made part of the regular pro- 
gramme. In manual training, physic- 
al culture, hygiene and music no de 
partmental examinations are held. 
Subjects introduced in the first or 
primary grade are: Reading, writing, 
ari:hmetic, composition, nature, 
study, drawing, clay modelling, bas-

The teacher is to 
conduct games in the open air, and 
in the country schools attended by ~ 
foreigners who know nothing -about 

games, is to teach the children how. * 
to play. § 

The subjects of grade one are con-. 
tinued throughout the course. Nat-': 
ure study is gradually developcd into 
'the formal study of geography in 
grades five to eight and of agricul- 
ture in grades seven and eight. The - 
study of history proper begins in 
grade five. Much preparatory work 
is done in ,the reading coursej 
which includes stories of other 
lands, descriptive historical sketches 
and fables. 

The subject of civics is introduced 
in grade seven and continued in grade 
eight.. The objec: of this course is * 
to fit pupils for the duties of cit- 
izenship by giving them, before leav- 
ing school, a full idea of the forms 
of government under which they live. 
Institutions ure studied as they are 
found, complex problems of. evolution 
heing overlooked. Special emphasis 
is laid upon: the privileges and re- 


sponsibilities of citizenship in Cana- 
da. The course begins with a 
study of the government of the 


home, and works up through studies 
of the school, municipal, provincial, - 
and icderal principles of government 
to the study in the eighth grade of 
the imperial parliament and a com- 
parison of various forms of govern- 
me1t. 

The formal study of grammar be- 
gins in grade four. The language 
lessons in the first three grades have 
to do with the substance of lan- 
guage with the aim of developing by 
studies in composition freedom of 
expression and correct habits — of 
speech according to standards’ of 
usage. 

Practical geometry is introduced in 
grade eight. This study is of an 
elementary character entirely, — in- 
tended to train the pupil in the 
construction of geometry figures. The 
compass, ruler, set square and pro- 
tractor are the instruments used. 
The year’s work provides an excel- 
lent foundation for the courses in 
theoretical geometry of the higher 
grades, 

The subject of bookkeeping, hither- 
to optional, is now dropped entirely, 
to be commenced in the first grade 
of the high school. 

Much supplementary reading is be- 
in added to the course, so that the 
chird on leaving the public school 
will be much more widely read than 
formerly. The whole course has been 
framed with a view to providing a 
wide and thorough English training.
